Alarm at the Capital. 


St.jRietersburg, Nov. 26.—From three 


sources of information, directly con- 
nected with as many ministers of 
state,, the St. Petersburg correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press today 
ascertained that the imperial officials 
are becoming extremely pessimistic 
regarding the condition of Emperor 
^Nicholas, and assert that the Livadia 
"bulletins conceal .the gravity of his 
illness. 


In spite of the notorius ease with 


-which an alarming minor can be cir- 
culated in the Russian capital, many 
good judges oelieve that the chances 
of the czar's recovery are diminish- 
ing. 


New "Brain Complication. 


GAIN WEIGHT A POUND 
A DAY. 


One report says that the emperor, 


in addition to typhoid fever with pec- 
toral complications, has brain fever, 
the result of the blow he received 
from a fanatical policeman during his 
tour in Japan, and it is even asserted 
In some quarters that trepanning has 
"become necessary.

"have assumed wider powers in admin- 
istration since his majesty's illness 
Tj^SSJSthe whole ..machinery of gov- 
Nerrifnent is affected by his disability, 
and many departments .'are almost at 
a standstill.

detail of work, particularly in the 
•matter of slern-atures, for example nu- 
merous special pensions, the payment 
•of which on each occasion requires the 
•emperor's, name. •

mer state fish commissioner, and re- 
ceived from foreign countries many 
interesting reports on fish culture and 
kindred subjects. 
In one of them 


he re?.d of a Turkish sultan of three 
centuries ago, who would admit no 
fair one into his harem unless she was 
of certain plumpness. 
Ih other words 


he declared that fatness should be the 
fashion. 
This set all of Turkey to 


fattening its daughters, for a fat pen- 
sion went to the family of a girl in the 
sultan's harem. 


T3ie story was told of how a certain 


plant was discovered in Asia Minor, 
the seed of which had peculiar fat- 
itenning- powers. 
A flour was made 


of the seed and made into cakes for 
the harem candidates. 
When the 


sultan died his successor changed the 
fashion, and the diet from the Asiatic 
plant was discontinued. 


Shults, who is something of a scien- 


tist, began an investigation upon the 
subject and finally discovered that the 
Asiatic plant referred to was nothing 
more than modern alfalfa grass. 
Tak- 


ing alfalfa 'seed he made cakes of it 
and experimented upon several per- 
sons of the town. 
The cake being 


bitter and objectionable to the human 
tasts, Dr. Shults made an extract from 
the alfalfa seed and finally made a 
fluid extract. 


Eight weeks ago he began experi- 


menting, upon himself taking three 
tablespoonfuls of the -extract every 
day. 
He offers to wager ?10 to $100 


that he can make any person gain one 
pound each day by taking his prepara- 
tion. 
He will not sell the extract.

"business men of America. Some

vthem have again and again fallen his 
-victims, their repeated mistakes being 
"the result of his rapidity of movements 
•an-d the easy manner 
in which 
he 


-changed names. 
Four years ago as 


""B. Blank" Seelig did business in this 
•city, obtaining goods and disposing of 
•them for what he could get. ' He is 
said to have ir.s'le a profit of $300,000. 
The first day the police took charge of 
Us office that year, letters came from 
772 business firms calling Tor settle- 
ment of overdue cla-inio. Later Seelig 
operated successfully in Brooklyn, and 
etill later in several of the 
larger 


cities of the west. Capt. McClusky be- 
lieves that he or his confederates are 
«ven now running a swindle with he;d- 
•truarters in Chicago. 
When arrested 


Seelig was well dressed, and had in 
.his poossession a considerable sum of 
anoney. 
In other ways he gave evi- 


dence that-his prosperity 
has 
con- 


tinued since he was last seen in New 
York. Henry Seelig and his brother, 
.Frank, under the name of "B. Blank," 
•opened an office at 29 Murray street, 
:this city, as commission brokers. Il 
-was Seelig's plan to profit by the repu- 
tation of B. B. Blank, a well-known 
.firm. This made it easy for him to 
Wind his victims. 
Seelig sent letters 


Taroadcast over the country asking for 
.{prices', samples and 
discounts. 
He 


was not in the least particular as to 
-the kind of goods he dealt in—wines, 
'.liquors, cigars, canned 'goods, clothes, 
machinery were all one to him. As soon 
as the shipment 
reached the city it 


•was disposed of. Sometimes the goods 
..-were sold at auction and 
at other 


limes they went to wholesalers or re- 
tailers who were satisfied not to ask 
•questions so long as they drove a 
prosperous bargain. 
"B. Blank" re- 


ceived goods worth more than $500.- 
•000, and these were sold for probably 
•$300,000 or more. 
Then 
came 
the 


crash. Inspector Ada-in A^ Cress, then 
a captain of police, arrested 
Frank 


Seelig, and then, by watching the 
home of William Matzner, who lived 
in fine style far uptown, he succeeded 
1n capturing both of the other swind- 
lers. . They were all jthree arraigned 
"before Justice Fitzgerald, 
who 
ac- 


cepted bonds for each in the sum of 
$5,000. Thereafter until to-night the 
-New York authorities have looked in 
-vain for the members of the Seelig 
combination.

dangerous north shore of the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence and destroyed it. At the 
scene of the wreck, which is opposite 
Seven Islands, 300 miles below Quebec, 
the sweep cf the gale was terrific. The 
gu-lf there is nearly fi...y miles wicte, 
and, while the hurricanes which r ga 
there frequently have free play, the 
number of small islands that dot the 
gulf giv.e poor sea room for buffeted 
ships. 
The disaster to the St. Olaf 


is only one of many that have taken 
place there in the last few years. Cap- 
tain Lemaistre, in command of 
the 


steamer, and several wf his officers and 
crew belonged to this city. 
The first 


dispatch from Seven Islands brought 
but very'meager news and it was only 
•late in the afternoon that A. Frazer 
& Co.,'owners of the steamer, wers 
informed of the extent of the disaster. 
Besides the nineteen men of the steam- 
er's crew seven passengers had also 
perished. 


The St. Olaf was an iron steamer of. 


• SOB tons and was built on the Clyde at 


Port Glasgow in 1S82. She was valued 
at albout $40,000 and insured for about 
120,000. 
Before coming to this port 


she ran 'between Pictou and Magdalen 
islands and was chartered by Frazer 
& Co. to replace the steamship Otter, 
wrecked on her-last trip to Quebec two 
years ago. The St. Olaf left here on 
her last trip to Esquimaux Point, car- 
rying government mails, 
passengers 


and a large cargo. 
All apparently 


went well on the way down and the 
steamer left immediately on .her re-' 


Scene of Wreck Visited. 


Quebec, Nov. 26.—A new horror is 


reported by those who returned from 
the scene of the wreck of the steamer 
St. Olaf at 'Seven Islands. 
lit is be- 


lieved that most o'f the twenty-six vic- 
tims of the disaster escaped the sea to 
meet a more lingering and more terri- 
ble death in the deep snow of a desert 
island. On Isle Boule were found to- 
day wrecks of three of the e-hip's boats 
and an empty ,keg that had contained) 
provisions. Tracks leading from the 
shore were seeu, 'but there was no 
sign of life, and it is thought that 
many of the unfortunates are buried 
in -the snow'oanks with which the shel- 
terless island is covered.
